PARIS, Ai^. 1 8 (AFP) — FranoeWednes- 
day banned the militant extxome-Ieft** Action 
Directe” movement whidi has carried, out 30 
extremist attacks in the past two years. 

It is foe first step taken by.Ptesident Fran- 
cois Mitterrand following Tuesday nights 
nationwide radio and felevision address 
announcing new government measures. 
Special presidential adviser Jacques Att^ 
said afte.r the cabinet meeting Wet^s^y 
when foe de^on was taken that; “This cl^ 
destine movement, composed of people who 
support violent action, was in contact wifo 
foreign extremists to carry out an -armed 
struggle by using vii^ent methods.** 

The movement has claimed responsibilhy 
for 30 attacks iu foe past two years, mosfly 
a gainst Israeli and Jewish taints in ^ris. 
The founder and leader Jean-Marc RoniDon, 
30, said in an interview in foe Paris d^y 
newspaper UbenoUm Tifesday that “ Ast^ 
Directe” bad att^ed 10 Israeli and Jewish 
targets in Paris this month. He founded “Act- 
ion Directe*’ in 1979 by recruiting pro- 
Maoist men who bad attiu^ed several South 
American dqdomats. , . 

Roufllon issued a manifesto Manfo in 
witid) he defined his group as “an organizat- 
ion whidi defends foe piindide of armed 
struggle*. He was arrested with his compan- 
ion Nathalie Menigon in September, 1980 
after a series of atta^ against 1 5 public buil- 
dings, including the ministry of labor and the 
ministry of cooperatiem.

Rene crushes mutiny rock Bombay

“The Pole's Defense Force expects foe 
sttuation tb return to , normal with law and 
order re-:establisbed in a short. while,”-. the 
according to tbe 
agency. Tlfe <te fe^ spokesman said some of 
foe teb^ bad wfth hostages and 

appealed to tbe poputetioh to report the 
wh^eabouts of any mutinceis. No details 
about the hostajges or any rasualties were 
given. 

There was some ^ttexed shooting in tbe 
earty bourse tbe sources said, but little was 
heard in the period before the goveiumeat 
announced tbe recapture of tbe radio station. 
Tbe Anglican and Roman Catboliebisbops of 


the Seychelles both made appeals for a peace- 
ful solution in broadcasts over tbe rebel-held 
station earlier in the day, the sources said. 

The radio announced that President Albert 
Rene, who returned Tuesday night ftom an 
outlying island, would broadcast to the nation 
iaiet in tte day, the sources said. Tbe rebels, 
complaining of mistreatment and demanding 
the dismissal of some defense chieft, bad cal- 
led on President Rene to return to bear their 
^ievances. 

The news agency said in a later telex mes- 
sage that “tbe mutiny by a small group of 
people” at tbe Union Vale Army Camp on 
tbe outskirts of Victoria bad been crushed. 

Tbe agency quoted a statement ftom 
defense headquarters as saying that govern- 
ment forces retaken control of tbe port, 
tbe^ cable and wireless office, tbe cemral 
police station. Union Vale Aimy Camp and 
Radio Se^faelles. 

Diplomatic sources outside Seychelles said 
they bad information foat Tanzanian rein- 
forcements bad been flown to Seychelles dur- 
ing the night to help to put doira tbe rebel- 
liim. Several bundled Tanzanian troops were 
already in tbe island chain under an agree- 
ment between President Rene's le^ing 
government and tbe socialist leadership of 
Tanzania. 


Reagan stresses Taipei ties 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (A^ncies) — 
Tbe Um’ted States and Communist China 
have taken steps to improve relations over 
Nationalist Cbina-Taiwan, but President 
Reagan has stressed tlxit bis administration 
has not abandoned tbe Taipei government. 

Washington and Peking Tu^day issued a 
joint oomibnnique in winch foe United States 
agreed to reduce arms sales to Taiwan 
gradually in return for China’s commitment 
to se^ a peaceful reunifleatioa wifo the 
island. But after Congressmen and news 
reports attacked Reagan for changing bis 
position on Taiwan, Ire telephoned a U.S. 
television network to stress foie United States 

- would uphold its "moral obligation" to 
TaiwaiL 

Reagan, who promised when he ran for 
o£^ to stand by Tmwm which has long been 
a U.S. alty. told CBS news: “There has been ' 
no retreat by me,- no change whatsoever...! 
am conceriied about foeposrible harm these 
reports may do to our international 
refetioiis." “ We.wiD continue to arm Taiwan 
and obey foe Taiwan Act,*’ Reagan said. 

. Meanwhile, in Pclung, China appears to 
have ruled out any stzengtirening of political 
relations with foe .Uuited States despte foe 
joint communique. But o f firiai Chinese 
rftmime nta ries '; - hiaii^d that the differences 
between Washington and IfekiDg on Taiwan

- The move, wbidi mentioned no cutoff date

A Chinese Foreign Ministry ^kesman said 

Tuesday foe Sino-American accord “only 
marks foe beginning of a settlement of the 
Taiwan problem, which had badly strained 
relations for a year. ThePet^ *sDa3y s^ a 
main sticking point was foe Tuwan Relations 
Act adopted by foe U.S. Congress to govern 
unofficial U.S. ties wifo Taipei after nor- 
malization of Washintfott's relations wifo 
Peking in January 1979.. 

< 7 hipa charges foat foe act ioteiferes in its 
internal affairs by recognizing the 
Nationalist-ruled island as a separate 
political entity. The Peo^ *s Da&p said foe 
legiriation, which commits foe United Stares 
to supplying Taiwan’s defense needs, posed 
“a fundamental, obstacle in foe way m the 
development of Sino-U.S. relations."

Denmark rated best, Ethiopia worst 


PHILADELPHIA,- Aug. 18 (AP) — 
Denmark is foe best pto in foe world to live. 
Ethioina tire worst and tire United States is 
41 st 107 nations, according to a University 
of Pennsylvania iesearcber whose study 
induded sudb factors as ptfotical riots and 
natural disasters. 

“The major difference between my index 
and others is tiiat the others emphasize 
economic develojmieQt as an indication of 
social pibgiess," stud Dr. Richard Estes, 
researeh director of tbe univetsity’s School of 
Social Work. “Tliat’s wity the United States 
. always comes out on top. .America generally 
-piodnces wealth in^reotacular dimenrions,” 
saidEstes. 

' “But in toy index, only four of 44 fectors 
were economic," he said. 

. Estes inc luded tniifa index health anid wel- 
fere provirions,' Iheracy and education, 
political participatioR and stability, women's 
rights and geographical fecters as well as 
economic growth and inSation. 

The study, which 'examined two periods, 
1979-80 and 1969r70,'£6und tire quality of 
life, in 'America improved over tbe de^e 


from 51st to 41st overall. Estes credits much 
of foe gain to foejnd irf rocial unrest over foe 
Vietnam war and civil rights. 

In contrast, life in foe Soviet Union ranked 
43rd in foe index, dropping from 31st. Estes 
foe Soviet economy is supported by its 
wealthier eastern European satellites, but 
shortages of consumer goods peirist. 

Nine of foe top U countries in the index 
suffered a drop, the other two being New 
Zealand, sixtb. and AustiaHa, seventh. West 
Germany, 11 fo, was foe top-ranked indus- 
triaj nation, and Japan was rated 20th. 

Rnimding out foe top 1 0, Norwuy rated sec- 
ond, Austria third, Nefoexla^ fourth, 
Sweden fifth. Ireland eighth. Belgium ninth 
pnd Finland lOfo. 

The gap between European and North 
American eoimtries and foe poor nations of 
tire Third Worid is getting la^r, Estes said. 

Mhny of foe poor nations turned to 
increased militaiy control of government as 
foeir proUem worsened, Es& smd. Sixty- 
five poor nations had mflitaxy-linked gov- 
ernments in 1 978, compared to 33 in 1 972. 


BOMBAY. Aug. 1 8 (AP) — Indian Army 
troops were ordered into the commercial 
heart of this western port city Wednesday to 
queD widespread rioting and looting ^laiked 
by a police rebellion. A 24-hour curfew was 
clamped on parts of foe dty. 

An undetermined number of tire city's 
100,000 policemen, angered by a Tuesday- 
night government cradtoown on their union, 
haired morning trains and blocked incomhig 
rush hour tramc. This triggered rioting by 
thousands of stranded commuters that later 
Sfvead into tbe commercial areas as welL 
Two school chfldren and a policeman were 
kUled when loyal police fired to disperse a 
stone-tiuowing mob in foe Worli Naka area, 
and 3 second policeman was injured, accor- 
ding to a reporter on the scene. A youth also 
was killed when police opened fire in the 
Naigeum area. 

mhny police demonstrating instead of 
patroOing, widespread looting broke out in 
foe shopping areas of this dty of more than 
eight uuHion people by mid-afteznoon. One 
witness said be had seen an “entire watch 
shop cleaned out in five minutes. Tbe center 
of foe dty is totally paralyzed," tbe man said 
on ct^ition his name not be used. 
Meanwhile, a high government leader told 
foe Associated Press that officials feared 
more policemen might join the rebellion and 
that the situation could worsen. 

The polite action apparently was a refuse 
to a move by foe Maharashtra state govern- 
ment Tuesday night to quash foe police 
union: 22 union leaders were arrested tmder 
the Natitmal Security Aa and 90 other 
'activists were fired for “unprecedented 
treason and indisdpUne." The union was sus- 
pended. 

KR. Medhekar, state in^>ector general of 
police, explained the crackdown Wednesday 
in an open letter to Bombay police, all of 
whom are members of the union. “...A few 
leaders and members have been induing in 
indicfipling and secTet activities, including 
collection of illegal funds, which are 
detrimental to maintenance of public order 
and security of state," Medhei^ said. 
Shrikant Jichkar, minister of stare for home 
and information, also went on Bombay radio 
in the afremfM>n and said “a certain element 
of the polite (had) taken measures in foeir 
owm' band^’ and that it was necessary to take 
“stern nreasure^' to counter this. 

The police union has been pressing for job 
improvements for some time. On Sunday, 
when Infoa celebrated foe 3Sfo armiveTsaxy 
of its independence from Britain, many 
Bombay officers wore black arm bands to 
publicize their unha ppiness. Government 
officfels charged Wednesday that many 
officers had been pressured into wearing the 
bands by the union. 

Apparently in retaliation for tbe previous 
nights crackdown, rebellious police stopped 
inbound commuter trains and barricaded 
streets, haltizig hour traffic. 

Senate OKs aliens bill 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 1 8 (^— Tbe first 
major overhaul of U.S. immigration laws in 
the past years was approved Tuesday by 
foe Senate. 

For the first time in the nation’s history, foe 
bill'woiild establish fines and jail terms for 
emi^oyers who hire iHe^ aliens. It also 
-would grant amnesty to untold miDions of 
immigrants w)ib have been in the country 
fllegally. The measure was approved by a 
vote of 81-18. And its chief sponsor. Senator 
Alan K. Bipsgo. Republicao-Wyoming, said 
foe prt^re^ for House p^sage and final 
enactment fell are very g(^. 

The amnesty provision, which has been 
attacked as inadequate by Hispanic 
organizations, would provide permanent 
!e^ status to anyone who came to this coun- 
try before 1977, Temporary legal residence 
would be granted to anyone who arrived 
before 1980. 

Immigrants who arrived after 1980 would 
stib ire sul^ect to deportation if ai^iehended. 
If a reliable means of identif^g them is 
eventually adopted, it would make it more 
difficult for them to obtain work and some 
might leave voluntarfly.

Lebanese request 
multinational force 


BEIRUT, Aug. 1 8 (API — Tbe Lebanese 
cabinet dedded Wednesday to ask tbe 
United States, France and Italy to send 
troops to Israeli-encircled West Beirut to 
begin evacuating tbe Palestinian commandos 
this weekend. 

In announcing the cabinet decision after 
two hastily arranged sessions with U.S. presi- 
dential envoy Philip C. Habib, Lebanon’s 
Prime Minister Sftafiq Wazzan declared. 
“Israel has agreed to the entire evacuation 
plan.” Wazzan said in a nationally televised 
statement that the IS-day evacuation prog- 
ram would “begin at tbe end of tbe week and 
tbe exact day will be set within tbe next 24 
hours." 

Foreign Minister Fuad Butros said tbe 
exodus was to begin Saturday or Sunday and 
foat he was empowered by the 22-member 
cabinet to make the formri requests fox the 
multinational peacekeeping force to tbe 
United States, French and Italian ambas- 
sadors in Beirut Thursday. 

A government spokesman earlier said tbe 
request would be made Wednesday but the 
cabinet was late three hours in 'meeting 
because of “prolonged discussions over pro- 
cedural technicalities’ between tbe United 
States and Lebanese negotiators. Habib met 
twice with Wazzan, Butros and Lebanese 
President Elias Sarkis before tbe cabinet 
convent at tbe preskfeotial palace in subur- 
ban Baabda to give its final approval to the 
evacuation program. 

Tbe last hheh in the way of a final a^ee- 
mem was resolved with a FLO de&ion 
Tuesday evening to deliver a captured Israeli 
pilot and tbe remains of nine Israeli soldiers 
to Premier Wazzan. A Lebanese government 
spokesman said Wazzan would take the pilot, 
Aharon Ahiaz, from West Beirut to hand him 
over to Habib a) U.S. Ambassador Roten 
Dillon's mansioD. There is no official word

LONDON.'Aug. 1 8 (AP) — Mark Phillips^ 
12-day absence from the royal family’s Bal- 
moral Estate in Scotland sparited new 
speculation in the British press Wednesday 
about foe state of his eig^t-year marriage to 
Princess Anne. 

According to the mass-circulation Sun 
newspaper, Phillips was asked Tuesday bow 
long he would stay at the couple’s farm in 
western England while Anne mid foeir two 
children were at Balmoral vrith her mother. 
Queen Elizabeth II. “That's for me to say and 
you to wonder,” was tbe reply. Tbe paper did 
not say how it bad learned oif foe exchange. 
Buckingham says Phillips has been kept 
busy at the 830-acre Gatcombe Park farm in 
Gloucestershire by foe cereals harvest. 
Palace spokesmen refuse to comment on 
rumors the marriage is on the rocks. On Sun- 
day. Anne celebrated her 32nd birthday at 
Balmoral without Phillips, 33. 

On Wednesday, The Sun printed a photo of 
“somber Anne" riding newer Balmoral Cas- 
tle. The paper said foe separation has caused 
raised eyebrows among royalty watchers, 
who are asking: “Just why are the couple 
apart for so long?" The tabloid daily also 
reported t^t Aiw would soon be returning 
to Gatcombe Park, leaving behind foe queen 
and other members of foe royal family.

Muslims shun

NICOSIA, Aug. 1 8 (Agencies) — Leaders 
of Lebanon’s non-Christian communities 
have decided to boycott foe country's pres- 
idential election scheduled for Thursday, the 
Ffaalangist Voice of Lebanon radio said in a 
report monitored here. 

1^ radio said the step was reken because 
agreement on a single candidate in foe voting 
would not be possfole to achieve, lue ded- 
■sion was announced following a meeting 
Wednesday of former prime ministers Saeb 
Salam, T^eddin Solh and Selim Hoss, 
Nationalist Druze leader Walid Jumblatt, foe 
secretary general of foe Shiite Oiganizatioa 
Amal and other officials, the radio added. 

A communique issued after tbe meeting 
said that Lebanon is entering a critical period 
requiring an understanding among foe coun- 
try’s Muslim and Christian popu1r:>tions. The 
stetument. quoted by foe radio, sail foe 
future of Lebanon dei^ds on a dialogue that 
must form foe basis of all dedsioas. 

The Lebanese parii4ment that meets to 
elect a prerident is an aging carryover from 
another era, decimared by time, war and 
political strife, wifo no representation from 
factions bora of the 1 975-76 dvil war. hfem- 
bers gS tte 99-member unicameral chamber 
serve four year term&by constitution. But war 
has forced cancellation of the last two elec- 
tions. and the present pariiamentarians are in 
their lOfo year. 

Death — natural and otherwise — and 
poUtical exile have reduced their number to 
92 . ilie average age in parliament is about 60 
today. The Sunni and Shiite Muslim militia, 
created in 1976, hold no seats in pariiament, 
and today it was announced tiiat leaders of 
the Sunni, Shiite and Druze Muslim com- 
munities have decided to boycott foe elect- 
ion. ' 

Three parliament members who will be con- 
spicuously absent fr^ Thursday vote are 
leftwing opposition and Druze leader Kamal 
Jumblatt, Christian moderate leader 
Raymond Edde, and Tony Frangieh, MP 
from Zghoita in northern Lebanon. 

Jumblatt was assassinated in 1977 in foe 
Lebanese mountains controlled by Syrians of 
the Arab Dererrent Force. His son, Watid, 
has replaced hifn in Druze and nantionalist 
politics, but may not take his pariiament seat 
Frangieh was assassinated by pro-Phalangist 
in 1978. Edde. after surviving three attem^ 
on his life — two by Phalangists, one ^ 
Syrians — fled to Paris in 1978. It was con- 
sidered unlikely foat he would, at age* 69, 
return for the election. 

There is only one officially declared candi- 
date: Christian militia chief Bashir Genreyel. 
Gemayel has the support of the Christian 
coalition — the Lebanese ^Front. His own 
militia forces claim they have at least 47 votes 
in pocket — enough to assure their man a 
second-round victory. But, according to con- 
stitutional rules, his election is not guaran- 
tee. If he ^5 to muster tbe r^uired simple 
majority, (two-tUixls majority is required for 
a firat-rou^ victoty), and if voting is dru^ 
on for a month, inctimbent present ^as 
Sarkis, who Umself was elect^ by this siune 
parliament, would be required by law to form 
an emergency government.

iNatsha highlights Saudi role 


RIYADH, Aug. 18 (SPA) — A Palesti- 
nian leader bailed the Kingdom's support for 
Palestinians and King Fahcf s “constant and 
direct" comacis with the U.S. administraiion 
to "maintain a ceasefire, lift the siege of 
Beirut and save Lebanese civilians."

Natsha added that a "no-war and no-peace 
shuanon serves the superpowers interests in 
the region." 

Natsha said the Palestinian bad "chosen 
armed struggle as the only way open to them, 
but if they find any other way to recover their 
rights, they will attempt for it. 

"The Israeli invasion of Lebanon has failed 
to destroy the PLO because the organization 
is to be found everywhere," he added. 

The representative said "Israel will never 
tolerate a Palestinian flag hoisted in any place 
in the West Bank and Gaza Strip because it 
was always against peace and knows well that 


the establishment of a Palestinian state on 
any Palestinian spot will mean the end of 
Israel.” 

Natsha said the natural solution for the 
Palestinian question was the establishment of 
a “democratic state including all Palestinian 
Jews, Muslims and Christians as was the situ- 
ation pirevTousIy. 

"Jerusalem has been free under Islamic 
and Arab rule and should remain free under 
Palestinian rule," be a<^ded. 

Commenting orithe* achievements from 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat recognition of all 
U.N. resolutions, Natsha said” the only result 
we have achieved is that we have proved to 
the world that Israel is agamsr peace." 

He reasserted the Palestinians will to fight" ‘ 
saying that "the world suicide has no place in 
the Palestinian peoples dictionary, because 
suicide is for miserable people and not for the 
struggJers who confirmed the mightiest army 
jn the region.” he declared.

JEDDAH, Aug. 18 — Leaders of the Erit- 
rean Liberation Front are maki^ high level 
contacts with Saudi Arabin offidds to create 
job opportunities and obtain legal residence 
permits for Eritrean refugees in the King- 
dom. 

Abdullah Idris, chairman of the ELF 
revolutionary council, who is currently sis- . 
iting the Kingdom, told Arab News that the 
number of Eritreans here is estimated at 
more than 70,000. 



“We find great understanding from Saudi 
Arabian of&ials for the situation of the Erit- 
rean people," Idris said. “The Kingdom pro- 
vides us with support in various sectors, 
especially scholarships for university 
studies." be added. 

Idris, who took over the ELF chairmanship 
after a coup which led to disposal of fotmer 
chief Ahmad Nasser, said that the long- 
awaited third ELF national congress wQl be 
held during the coming tw'o months. A new 
leadership will be elected during the congress 
which will be attended by all sectors of the 
ELF army, refrigee league and foreign 
offices. “A full e%^uation will be made for 
the past ptose," be said. 

Ex-chairman Nasser and his asristants will 
be released and they will possibly take part in 
the congress, he said. 

Critical of the Orgamzation of the African 
Unity (OAU). Idris said the failure of the 
recent summit, supposed to have taken place 
in Libya, was a necessary result “as long as 
t^ organization insists on neglecting the 
causes aS African peoples, espedally in the 
Horn of Africa ^ Eritrea and Western 
Somalia." He accused Ethiopia of attempting 
to liquidate Eritreans and the Western 


Somalis with tiie support of for eig n forces. 

' “We have no intention of negouting with 
Ethiopia," the ELF strong-man said. Men- 
gistu- Haile Mariam, Ethioiua’s military 
leader, failed in his attempt to make the Erit- 
rean fighters, surrender, Id^ said, after the 
failure of the "Red Star" campaign in March. 

If peace negotiations are to be held. Idris 
sa}^ it wxO c^y be between Ethiopia and a 
uiut^ Eritrean delegation. The various rival 
parties of the Eritrean revolution may sit in a 
round table meeting in Khartoum the 
beginning of next month. The meeting will 
deal with- reviving the Tunis agreement 
reached among the Eritrean fronts in 1981 
under the au^ices of Arab League Secretary 
General Che^ KlibL They had agreed then 
to. cease hostilities and direct their efforts 
toward fij^ting the Ethiopians after years of 
bloody clashes among themselves. Tunis 
agreement was signed by all patties but never 
put into action. “At present, there are 
attempts by several Arab countries to 
materialize the proposed Khartoum 
meetup" according to Idris. 

Recent agreement between Sudan and 
Etluj^ for expulsioa of actively hostile 
individuals in eifoer country, have no effect 
on thej^tr^ Tevolution!.5march. Idris said. 
TEe :£n&ean revolutipn is setf-siqiporting 
ajfd 'Wy meetin^'^betWeeu Sudanese' and 
Ethiopuuu officials will not be oo its account, 
he ad^d. 

“We bave.not been.told anything from the 
Sudanc^ government after these meetings. 
If there was. anting that concerns us, the 
Sudanese would have ^vised us." the ELF 
chief said. 

Dealing with Ethiopia's recent attacks 
against Somalia, Idiis said they are an exten- 
sion of the Red Star campaign. The Ethiopian 
regime is taking advantage of the develop- 
ments of the Middle East war between Israel 
and the Palestine Liberation Organization.

West Beirut needy 
facing food crisis 


BEIRUT. Aug. 18 (AP) — The Red Cross 
' jan out of food Wednesday for the thousands 
who are without money and jobs and homes 
because of the fighting that has shattered 
West Beirut. 

Across the green line " that divides this 
city, the agency has hundreds of tons of food, 
medicine and supplies. But none of it can get 
through to the beleaguered Muslim sector in 
the west because of the Israeli blockade. 

John de Sails, head of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross mission here, 
said that only six truckloads of food had been 
allowed through in the last 1 0 days. " Where 
does that go in a city like this ? De Salis 
asked. “ '^e last one was in on Saturday, 
then nothing. ** he said, slapping the heel of 
his hand on the desk for emphasis. “ As of 
' today, we are feeding no one. " 

The six trucks that got through carried 
2.250 ’• family sets. ** packages of food made 
up to feed the average Lebanese family of 
seven at a minimum level for two weeks. 

In its warehouse in Jounieh. a 30*minute 
drive from West Beirut, the Red Cross has 
another 1 1 .700 of the sets made up. 1 hat 
amounts to 2^2 tons of food, and the agenev' 
also has stockpiles of unpacked fond and 
other supplies. 

Asked exactly how much there was ireyond 
the prepared sets. De Salis began to 1 1 el off 
figures, then abruptly stopped. He said he 
had to consult a list, adding in explanation ; 
■■ It*s very hypothetical and unri'al for me at 
the moment you know, being over there. 


De Salis* list included 2.180 kitchen sets. 
1600 blankets. 15 tons of soap. 15 tons of 
cooking oil. eight ions of powdered, enriched 
milk for babies. 57 tons of regular powder 
milk. 1 10 tons of flour. 80 tons of rice. lOtons 
of sugar. 23 tons of canned vegetables, and 
44.000 candles. As he read the list off. Dc 
Salis paused after mentioning the powdered 
milk. 

By the way. ” he said. *’ it would be nice to 
have some clean water to mix wiih that. " 
The Israelis had also shut off water supplies 
CO West Beirut where a haif-milhon people 
live. They allowed the water back last, 
weekend, but not the electricity to pump it 
into homes. 

The blockade that is still on also is keeping 
out food, medicines and diesel fuel to run 
hospital generators. The hospitals are getting 
by on w-bat fuel can be found in West Beirut, 
but De Salis said a serious shortage w'ill 
develop if the fighting starts again . because 
there will be no way for workers to travel 
around the eiiy seeking fuel. 

People in West Beirut are finding ways 
around the blockade, and there is fond for 
sale on the streets. Prices are high, however, 
and De Salis said many of chose whose homes 
or places of work were destroyed by the 
Israeli bombs and shells do not have the 
money to buy. *' If you have money for gun. 
it's no problem. *' he said. " For the others, it 
is. " 

De Salis said he did not know how many 
people had trouble getting food. 


Bangladesh said preparing 
plans for civilian government 


HONG KONG. Aug. IS (AFP) — Bang- 
ladesh is preparing plans for an elected 
ervriian government by the end of next year 
with the armed forces sharing effective 
power, according to the latest issue of the 
Hong Kong-based Far Eastern Economic 
Review. 

An article by the Review Dacca cones- 
pondent said the country's Army Chief Li.- 
Gen. H.M. Ershad*s retirement at the end of 
next year was expected to coincide with the 
lifting of martial law and the establishment of 
a political government. 

The new constitution is likely to opt for an 
elected president and parliament with a 
cabinet made up of civilian and military rep- 
resentatives. A national security council 
comprising the three armed serviras chiefs 
and headed by the president is spected to 
have overriding say in important national 
issues. 

The constitution now under discussion in 
government circles could allow the declara- 


tion of martial law. in addition to a state of 
emergency without suspending the constitu- 
tion, to cope with Iaw-and-<.)rder and serious 
economic problems, the article said. 

Gen. Ershad himself is likely to 'be 
appointed vice-president with substantial 
powers. As for political parties, only those 
which secure a certain percentage of votes at 
the next general election would be allowed to 
continue. 

In a separate development in Dacca, 
former Bangladesh Youth Development 
Minister Abdul Kashem was sentenced 
Tuesday to a four-year prison term with hard 
labor for harboring a criminal, official 
sources said. Bui a special miliiary court also 
acquitted him of another charge of prevent- 
ing police ftom arresting the man, Imdadul 
Huq. 

Huq, a former leader of the youth wing of 
slain President Ziaur Rahman's Bangladesh 
Nationalist Party, was arrested at Kashem's 
official residence in Febuary. 


Egypt may end state of emergency 


CAIRO. Aug. 1 8 (AFPJ — Egypt will soon 
release hundreds of detained religious fun- 
damentalists. and may also end the state of 
emergency in force since President Anwar 
Sadat was assassinated last October, the 
influential daily AlAhram said Wednesday. 

The 1.900 fundamentalists involved had 
either been held since Sadat began enquiries 
into "sectarian sedition" last ^ptember. or 
arrested after the assassination, the paper 
said. Of the total. 400 would be freed from 
next week and most of the rest by Oct. S. 


The release of a first contingent next week 
could also herald the end of the state of 
emergency declared last Oct. 6. the paper 
said. This move has been sought by opposit- 
ion parties. 

There would still remain about 400 pris- 
oners formally charged with “sectarian sedit- 
ion." collusion in the assassination or par- 
ticipation in riots which erupted after his 
slaying. Nearly 300 of those face the death 
penally.

Law to benefit 
war resistance 
units in Greece 

ATHENS, Aug. 18 (AP) — Socialist Pre- 
mier Andreas Papandreou Tuesday opened a 
parliamentary debate on a controversial bill 
that will grant recognition to Communist-led 
Greek resistance groups who fought during 
World War II. 

“The main aim of this bOl is national 
uoity...and after so many years, it is an obliga- 
tion to show gratitude to all those who fought 
m this period of our history," Fapandreou 
told parliament's summer session. T^ new 
law, to be voted on later this week, is 
designed to heal a 30-year-old rift in political 
and social life after Civil War between Com- 
munists and nationalists left 100.000 dead 
between 1944 and 1949. 

Tbe Communist uprising was launched by 
leftist resistance fighters on a bid to seize 
power after tbe Nazi occupation in Gieett 
ended. Tbe debate in parli^ent opened on 
tbe anniversary of tbe execution by German 
troops of 138 alleged resistance workers in 
1944 in a workers' district of Athens. "1 feel 
proud to be fulfilling this duty of recogni- 
tion," Papandreou said. "The fighters of tbe 
resistance years stand next to the heroes of 
our war of independence last century." 

Tbe new law provides for recognition of a 
dozen lefr-wing resistance organizations. lays 
down guidelines for pensions to tbeir mem- 
bers and sets up a "national resistance day". 

The proposed legislation was greeted by 
Harilaos Florakis, secretary of the Moscow- 
line Greek Communist Party (KKE) as a 
“recognition of historical truth." Tbe Com- 
munist Party was legalized in 1974 after 
being outlawed for 28 years as a result of tbe 
postwar uprising. 

In other measures, Papandieou's Sodalist 
government is seeking to eliminate doc- 
trinaire anti-communism left over from tbe 
period of the Communist rebellion and the 
Cold War.

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U.S. jury finds 
racist innocent 

SOUTH BEND, Indiana, Aug. 18 (AP) — 
A jury found an avowed white racist innocent 
Tuesday of violating foe civil rights of former 
National Ufoan League director Vernon 
Jordan Jr. by shooting him. 

Joseph Paul Franklin, 32, was charged in 
conoecdoD with a sniper shooti^ in which 
the civD r^ts leader was shot in foe back 
from ambush on May 29, 1980. Jordan, now 
an attorney in private practise, was wounded 
as he stepped from a car outside a motel- in 
Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

Franklin is serving four luie prison sbntences 
on charges in foe sniper slayings of two black 
men in Salt Lake City. In his instructions to 
the all-white jury. U.S. District Judge Allen 
Sharp had said jourors must dedde not only 
whether Franl^ shot Jordan, but also 
whether he committed the crime in order to 
prevent Jordan from using the facilities of the 
Fort Wayne Motor Inn. 

Because of the special nature of foe civil 
rights law. the jury had to dedde whether 
Franklin shot Jordan because he is black. 
Sharp said in a 25-minute address to ^ 
panel before deliberations began. 

Franklin denied his guilt in the Jordan 
shooting, but testified he hates foe black ra'ce 
and does not believe in black men and white 
women being together.

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U.S. BETRAYS TAIWAN 


President Reagan has all but decided to suspend arms sup- 
plies to Nationalist China which was once called by Gen. 
MacArthur America's unsiokable airaaft carrier and whose 
defense was deemed pan of the national security of continen- 
tal U.S.A. 

Although the joint communique issued in Washington and 
Peking was vaguely worded as if to leave the U.S. administrat- 
ion some remnants of national pride, the message was loud 
and clear. It was a rude admission that national interests had 
to be given priority over traditional friendships and Taiwan 
was sacrificed in order to placate a Communist giant. 

Taiwan should have seen the writing on the wall right from 
the day Richard Nixon first visited the mainland and started 
the process of normalizing relations with the one billion peo- 
ple there. But successive American ad mini strations cheated 
Taipei by double talk and promises that they knew would have 
to ^ broken. The specisil interest bureau opened in Taipei 
after the normalization of relations with Communist China 
has been reduced to a consulate and there has been no stop- 
ping the strengthening of American-Chinese relations ever 
since. 

Hopefully, the Chinese Nationalists, who are by far more 
advanced and progressive than their cousins on the mainland, 
have been heeding the voice of reason and practical sense 
through self-reliance as far as their defense needs are concer- 
ned. They already make a great deal of their primary and 
medium weapons systems although they will have to find out 
ways and means of ^versifying their American-made air force 
before they run out of spares. 

Iran has already learned the lesson of foolishly depending on 
one source for its air force. The result is a crippled service 
which had cost the Iranian people billions of dollars in bard- 
eamed money that could have changed their lives for the 
better but for the grandiose schemes of the late Shah. 

Taiwan is not alone in feeling the pinch of broken pledges 
and the demolition of contractual sanctities by the super- 
powers. The Soviet Union has let Syria be roundly beaten in 
aerial combat with Israel despite ^e strategic cooperation 
agreement between the two countries which had been 
jubilantly described by Syria “as a leap in kind" in bilateral 
relations. 

The only redeeming feature of the joint American-Chinese 
communique is an ambiguous pledge by Peking not to use 
force to reunify the country. Perhaps, brute force won't be 
necessary as the mainlanders begin to realize that, rather than 
crush Taiwan, they should emulate it for the sake of the whole 
Chinese people. 


Saudi Arabian press review 


Al~¥om Wednesday called on 
the Arab states to unanimously 
endorse the Kingdom's eight- 
point peace plan for the Middle 
East and praised its diplomatic 
efforts to resolve the Lebanese 


crisis. 

The paper said the Kingdom's 
peace plan "provides a practical 
answer to the Zionist entity's false 
allegations and expansionist ambi- 
tions." It urged the Arab states to 
unanimously endorse the plan 
which the paper said served as a 
strong basis to solve the Arab-

TThe conflict will remain as 
long as the Palestinian problem is 
left unresolved," it added. 

Okei hailed the Kingdom's

Turkey’s draft 


constitution 
under fire

ANKARA- 

TWO years after seiziiig power. Turkey’s generals 
face for the first time a big challenge from the 
nation: their draft constitution for the restoration of 
democracy, presented last month, is being attacked 
on all sides as simply not good enough. Unless it is 
substantially revised in the coining weeks, Turkey 
could be engulfed in another political crisis. 

The generals — and most Western observers — 
have teen astonished by the vehemence of public 
reaction. The most strident opporition has predic- 
tably come from the left, which regards the draft 
constitution as too authoritarian and as a vehicle for 
perpetuating military rule in camouflaged form. 
But significant criticism is mounting from centrist 
and right-wing forces — up to now the generals’ 
supporters — who regard the draft as badly con- 
stnicted. ambiguous, contradictory, and too restric- 
tive of individual freedo ms . 

Under the new plan, which was ostensibly pre- 
pared a constitutiona] committee of disting- 
uisbed civilians but which clearly tears the impress 
of military thinking, the president will wield tre- 
mendous power. In an extreme emergency he could 
suspend paiiiament and rule by decree. The first 
president is almost certain to te Gen. Kenan Evren, 
hdad of the ruling military council. 

Paradoxically. Evren. who is now appearing 
increasingly in civilian clothes, still enjoys great 
personal popularity, and nobody fears that he 
would abuse his powers. But what might one of his 
successors do. many people are asking. 

Under the propo^ "semi-presidential system," 
the president also be empow'ered to appoint a 
prune mini ster from outside pariiament; to nom- 
inate about half the members of a new state 
advisory council; to select the members of the con- 
stitutional court, the govemnor of the central bank, 
and the head of the state radio and television ser- 
vices; and apparently to delay legislation. And 
much else betides. 

Although the theoretical supremacy of parliament 
is acknowledged, the exact roles of the legislature 
and of the prime minister are far from clear. 

The Turkish press is up in aims over what appears 
a potential threat to press freedom. One article 
specificaDy states that the press shall be "free and 
Dneensored." but later the draft asserts that this 
freedom may have to te limited to prevent the 
publication of "inaccurate and untimely reports.'* 
Trade unionists — whose biggest organization 
known as Tuik-is has up to now cooperat^ with the 
military — are similarly enraged over provitions 
which forbid all trade union members from 
engaging in any kind of political activity. The pro- 
vitions sanction the right to strike in carefully 
defined circumstances, while acknowledging for the 
first time the employers’ right of lockout. 

The rationale of the new constitution is that Tur- 
key requires a strong executive to prevent a renewal 
of political violence, and the recurrent political 
crises, which disfigured Turkish democracy in the 
1970s and led to the loss of thousands of lives 
through terrorist action. As the generals see things , 
the silent majority is on their tide, and they may be 
right. But the vehemence of the criticisms expressed 
by the educated classes in the past three weeks is a 
phenomenon which they dare not ignore. 

Last week the ruling nditary couni^ considerably 
relaxed the restrictions on poUtioJ discussion to 
permit some kind of reasonable public debate on 
the constitution. But the ban on the fonner party 
leaders — aimed particularly at the rigjbt-wiog 
Suleyman Demirel and the left-wing Bulent Ecevh 
— remains in force. They are stiD banned from 
making statements on Turtdsh politics, “past, pre- 
sent and future." 

This move will presumably nip in the bud the [dans 
of Demirel in particular, to raJDy o[^tition to the 
constitution before the referendum on it scheduled 
for November. (ONS) 
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U.S. working on modified Camp David peace plan

WASHINGTON — 


U.S. Middle East experts are working on a new 
peace plan based on the Camp David accords, in 
hopes of linking the imminent withdrawal of the 
Palestinian fighters from West Beirut to a broader 
peace settlement in the region. The expanded ver- 
sion of the Camp David process — which retains the 
goals of first securing autonomy for the Pales- 
tinians, and later some sort of permanent role in 
determining the future of tiie West Bank and Gaza 
Strip — has teen revealed in a report by The New 
fork Times. 

Officials of the U.S. State Depar^entis Middle 
East desk and the National Security Council are 
.said to te looking into ways to broaden the staDed 
Camp David process, primarily to make it more 
acceptable to Arab states in the region. Aspem of 
the plan teve been discussed with President 
Reagan, but no decition has been made. Accor ding 
to the report, the United States hopes to put forth a 
plan fair and acceptable to all parties in region, 

gaining the supp^ of Arab states, thus forcing 
Israel to go along with a negotiated settlement. 

U.S. officials believe that overt threats to the gov- 
ernment of Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin 

— such as outright economic or military sanctions 

— win not work, and that the United States should 
not place itself in the position of confronting the 
Israelis and then having to back down. One official 
told the Times, "There is no intention to bUndside 
the Israelis, but the idea is to line up the others — 
the Palestinians and Jordanians — first then go to 
Israel and say we have worked out the elements ofa 
lasting peace and everyone else agrees." 


‘We really don’t know if the Palestinians^ Jor- 
danians, and others will play," the officials said. 
"Until we have our jdan or concept in order, we' 
won't ask." Officials said the strategy hinges on the 
Palestine Liberation Organization and Arab states 
to " make the first move," placing pressure on Israel 
to make concessions and accept a final peace plan. 

The Times says the modifi^ version of Camp 
David has also been discussed by Secretary of State 
Geo^e Shultz and former Secretary of State Ifonry 
Kissing er, and Other advisers. Sources say that 
Shultz has relied on the advice of Kissinger during 
his first few wee^ at the State DeparteienL But 
such a new plan bT the United States would con- 
front many obstacte before implementation. Like 
its predec^soT, a new Camp David proposal would 
require suj^rt from the Palestinians before a 
realistic autonomy plan coudi be worked ouL Since 
the United States and the PLO do not carry on 
direct relations, such a settlement would be difficult 
to reach. 

The original 1978 Camp David plan caOed for 
negotiations between Egypt and Israel on Palesti- 
nian autonomy. Without Palestinian participation, 
Egypt and Biael, with assistance from the United 
States, were to negotiate a five-year transition 
period giving Palestmians some form of autonomy 
on the oGciqned West Bank and Gaza Strip. Later, 
the parties were to decide upon a final status for the 
Palestinians. 

Offidals say the renewed Camp David jHan would 
also indude settlement for reoiganizmg Lebanon,

ROME (R) — Faced with a record influx of 
foreign viators, some Italians'are longing for 
a return to the days when tourists were weal- 
thy aristocrats who stayed in the best hotels 
on their grand tour of Europe. 

More t^n 20 million foreigaers are expec- 
ted this year, at least 2S percent more thu in 
1981. and the 10.000 billion lire ($7.1 bil- 
lion) they spend will be a welcome economic 
boost, according to ofGdal predictions. 

Italy is reaping the rewards of a successful 
fight against urban guerrilla warfore and a 
deliberate campaign . to attract foreign 
holidaymakers thfoi^h si^idked petrol md 
motorway tolls, tour operators say. 

West Germans in particuim have benefited 
from lira depreciation against the mark to ■ 
rediscover I^y as their traditional holiday 
venue. foUowed by the Dutch, Scandinavians 


and British. 

However, a recent study compiled for the 
Qty of Venice showed that most of its viators 
were day-trip ofiBdal groups of 50 to 100 
peisons who made a bedine at the famous St.

The commander of traffic police issued an 
appeal for cooperation and. reqiect for 
traffic rules. "O^y a sense of responsibHity 
and self-discipline by .eyeiyone cu help 
those whose job is to lio^ accidents and 
preserve human life,*' said Luciano 
\saTotti. ■ 


The diy mtived during the height of the 
August vacations, when hundreds of 
thousands of Romans have deserted the rity 
for theseaslwie and the mountains. But the 
first day Of Ac new law still brought in 30 
million lire, about $ 21 .000 in fines — a 9 
percent increase in average d^y fines.

Filipinos 
combating 
bus banditry

MANILA. (R) — Armed "secret marshals" 
working on Manila's public transport sy^em 
have killed 41 criming suspects and detained 
six in a week’s campaign against robbers and 
bandits. 

The campaign has stirred protests from civ3 
Ifoert'arians and bits drivers tluit the plainc- 
lothes guards who ride shotgun on buses arid 
"jeepneys" have timply been given a license 
to kHl. In response, the government has told 
the marshals to show more restraint. Pres- 
ident Ferdinand Marcos, who ordered the 
1,000-man force into action, has said that 
half of them must wear unifonns and remin- 
ded them that they should shoot only to dis- 
able. 

The marshals, drawn from .the presidential 
guard and crack units trained in jungle war- 
fare, ride the city’s buses with their machine 
pistols set to automatic, ready to take on the 
gunmen who have been terrorizbg pas- 
sen^rs during the night. Few suspects have 
survived an encounter with them. 

Manfla’s crime level had been rising during 
the past few months and. at first, the press 
and public weicomed the new guard force as a 
way to combat street crime and bandi&y. But 
as the death toll mounted, with few five sus- 
pects to show for h. anxiety crept in. 
Lawyers argued that even criminals have a 
right to a trial. The bus drivers’ union said 
gun-carrying marshals caused as much fear 
among passengers as the men who might rob 
them. "The fondamental violation of human 
ri^ts here... is that this one is outright sum- 
mary knUng," complained lawyer Augusto 
Sanches. 

"Even if these are bad elements, even the 
most hardened criminal is entitled to legal 
process." said retired university Dean 
Armando Malay. 

The pro-government newspaper Bulletin 
Wednesday, in an editorial entitled "Too 
HarshT’ said: “The question that bothers die 
minds of some observers is whether the 
policemen and the soldiers engaged in this 
campaign are not being too quick on the trig- 
ger." 

So far there has been no noticeable decline 
in the large number of commuters relying on 
puUic transport, especially the jeepneys. 
coiorfuDy-painted buses built on the body of 
an elongated jeep. But many have no choice 
in a ci^ where there is only one railway tine 
and where taxis are more expensive and no 
safer. 

A spokesman for Manila’s metropolitan 
command said no marshal was sent out with- 
out first attending a three -day seminar on 
discipline "so they know what to do. and not 
to kill iimocent civifians." 

Rejecting the claims of some critics of the 
scheme, be said the marshals were not taking 
advantage of the campaign "just to kOl peo- 
He said they were s^ed in tnarual arts 
and could disarm their victims without using 
weapons. 

The spokesman described public reaction as 
welcoming and said the drop in the number of 
killings showed it was working. The com- 
mand insists that the robbers who were killed 
always fired first and the spokesman said 2S 
assorted fireams and 17 knives had been 
recovered. 

The spokesman noted that President Mar- 
cos had said the presence of a uniformed mao 
alongside the maishals should deter any 
wouU-be robber. 

But he also suggested that the campaign was 
having its desired effect of cutting down the 
holdups and muggings on buses. "Almost 
eveiy night before, in every area, there was a 
holdup,’’ he said. "There are less holdups 
now. They must be feeling the heat" 


Soviets offer gloomy view 


The future of nuclear arms talks

WASHINGTON- (R) — Soviet officials 
have offered a gloomy view of the future of 
current nuclear arms talks with the United 
States. 

The superpowers are involved in two sets 
of arms ne^tiatioos ~ the Strategic Anns 
Reduction Talks (START) aixi talks on 
Intennediate Nuclear Forces (INF) in 
Europe. Both are bring held in Geneva and 
the INF talks resume on Sept. 30 after a 
two-mon± break. 

The Soviet officials here told Reuters U.S. 
negotiators in Geneva were tabling 
esrimates of the numbers of existing Soviet 
strategic weapons b^her than any public 
defense department figures. 

They also accused hr^-line opponents of 
arms control in the U.S. administration of 
leaking information to the press in an effort 
to sabotage the talks. They said the leaks, 
along with U.S. estimates of Soviet forces 
which they called unrealistically hi gh- con- 
vinced them there was no real possibility of 
mutually acceptable arms control accords 
whh a hard-line anti-Soviet administration. 

But they said Moscow had no intention of 
broking off the talks on strategic arms, 
which began this summer. "That's just what 
they want," said one Soviet offidri of U.S. 
hafo-lineis who he would like to shift 
the blame to Moscow for IdOing efforts to 
reduce nuclear arsenals. 

Unless Washington called off the START 
the Russians beUeved they would drag on 
inconclusively until the election of a new 
U.S. administration. The officials also con- 
firmed the thrust of a report in The New 
York Tmes this month that the Soviet Union

proposed ceOmgs for intercontinental mis- 
ale and bomber forces which would require 
it to make deeper cuts than the United 
States. 

The report said the new limi t would be 
1.800 missiles and bombers, compared to 
the current Soviet 2.S00 and U.S. 2,000. 

. But the Soviet officials said they did not 
know if these figures were correct. 

In return, the newspaper said. Moscow 
demanded that the United States drop plans 
to deploy new medium-range misses in 
Euro^, which are the subject of separate 
talks in Geneva, and accept sharp limits on 
Cruise missile deployments. 

U.S. aims control officials say they have 
no quarrel with the apparent ^viet view- 
point that a START a^ement cannot be 
wrapped up while the closely related talks 
on 11^ are stiD hangiog ffra. 

They noted that chief U.S. START 
negotiator Edward Rowny and other 
American officials have said publicly it 
would be difficult to imagine an agreement 
limiting strategic weapons if shorter range 
missiles and planes remained unrestricted. 

But they said an agreement to restrict U.S. 
and Soviet nuclear weapons in Europe 
could stand on its own, even without a 
strategic aims accord. Thus, both Moscow 
and Washington appear to be attaching the 
greater short-term importance *to the INF 
talks. 

Officials of both countries said it was too 
soon to predkrt success in those negotiations 


noting that initial positions of the two sides 
were far apart. But U.S. arms control 
officials appeared hopeful over prospects 
for agreement on the intermediate range 
weapons. 

“I find cause for some optimism,” one 
official said. He said the two negotiatiz^ 
teams bad engaged in serious business 
"with no posturing^' since the talks began 
last autumn. Both countries have an interest 
in an agreement, he said — for Moscow, 
averting plans to put U.S. Pershing 2 and 
- Cruise missiles in Europe starting late next 
year, and for Washii^oa, defusix^ West 
European opposition to the planned 
deployments. 

This opposition clearly puts pressure on 
the Uoit^ States to reach an accord by the 
end of 1983. he said. But he was confident 
the new missiles would be deployed on 
schedule if uo agreement emerged in 
Geneva and that the United States would 
not be pressured into accepting an unequal 
agreement. 

The U.S. official said there'bad been no 
sign yet of Soviet flexibUity on the U.S. 
proposal that an INF agreement be lunited, 
at least initially, to American and Soviet 
missiles. 

Moscow has called for the inclusion' of 
other NATO nuclear-armed bombery and 
nuclear weapons. But there had been no 
indication of Soviet foot-dragging in the 
talks, the official said, adding: "We're quite 
satisfied with where we find ourselves in 
Geneva." - >

Satellites help weather data exchange

VIENNA. (AFP) — International 
cooperation in the vital field of meteorology 
is not just a pipe dream but reality. 

Weather data is exchanged ben^'een one 
country and another, heedless of different 
politick regimes, because of existing accords 
on space satellites. A photograph of 
Australia taken by a Japanese meteorological 
weather satellite traveled 400.000 kms to 
reach delegates attending the United Nations 
second conference on space here. 

This achievement was a demonstration of 
the information available to the World 
Meteorological Oi^oization (WMO) taken 
by the Himawari satellite and then relayed to 
delegates meeting at Vienna's Hofburg 
Palace by an earth station. 

There are currently four meteorological 
satellites orbiting at a height of 36.000 kms 
over the equator; Europe’s “Meteosat”. 


Japan's Himawari. know'n as the GMS and 
two American “goes" satellites. In addition 
there are two American "NOAA'' polar 
satellites and the Soviet "Meteor'' orbiting at 
a height of 800.900 kms. 

World weathermen can have immediate 
information about clouds over Hawaii or the 
Carpathian mountains, hailstorms in Switzer- 
land. sunshine in Florida or possible floods in 
Bangladesh or Vietnam. 

WMO experts, with the help of computers, 
can in theory pull up weather data, including 
up-to-the-minute space sateDite pictures of 
weather patterns, anyw'here in the world. 
These specially trained experts are only the 
spectacular visible tip of the weather iceberg, 
and they are becoming more and more 
important for accurate radio and television 
weather bulletins. 

The polar satellites orbit the earth once 
ever>' 105 minutes, the satellites over the 
equator remain stationary over the same spot 


on earth, their movement matched to the 
earth's orbit. 

Each national raeleorulogical bureau is not 
only interested in its own region, but must 
survey neighboring areas. For instance, there 
was nothing to stop British experts asking the 
WMO for' weather data in the Southern 
.Atlantic durinc the Falklands conflict.

MANCHESTER (LPS) — Pioneering work 
by the weapons equipment depanmem of Fer- 
ranti Instrumentation.

Ferranti claims that an immediate benefit 
could be the reduced cost of weapons, 
especially where complex shaped parts are 
required. In metal, these take a number of 
individual machining steps. A second benefit 
is that weapons could be lighter although still 
capable of delivering the same punch as their 
all-metal counterparts. 

Desgn and manufacturing contracts for 


new highly advanced and sophisticated 
military' fuses, safety and arming devices and 
associated electronics provided the impetus 
for the company to create the expertise 
required in this new area of military technol- 
ogy. 

The research work was undertaken by Fer- 
ranti's own moulding depaitmeni with its 
established tool design, chemistry laboratory' 
and production team and nearly 50 years 
experience of high precision technical moul- 
ding behind it. Ferranti will now market this 
most recently acquired military expertise 
alongside its civil products. 

Choice of materials in this new technology 
was heavily influenced by stringent environ- 
mental and operation requirements of 
military specifications. Other difficulties the 


team had to overcome included problems of 
compatabiliiy with explosives and resistance 
to some of the highly conosive chemicais 
used in some modem weapons. 

With 20 percent glass tilling for additional 
strength, components such as safety and 
arming shutter and gearing mechanisms have 
been manufactured. On trial they have 
exceeded their demanding design 
requirements. 

Another of the materials used for certain 
weapons is epoxy resin. Primarily it is used 
for encapsulation . One example is the encap- 
sulation of an on-board weapon fuse perfor- 
mance recording ^stem which can wi&stand 
ana«al shook of 60,000g for 100 mic- 
roseconds. This resistance to hi^ shock-level 
is necessary to absorb ground impact.

Concern over ‘brain drain' 

Migration leads to Asian prosperity

ISLAMABAD (R) — Mfllions of Asians 
ranging from husky Sikh construction work- 
ers to petite F0i{mio housemaids have' left 
poverty-stricken homes to work in the Mid- 
dle Eak. 

The workera, estimated to number at least 
three miUioo, send home biDlons of dollars of 
predous foreign exchange and are some 
Asian countries most valuable export With 
the money they earn, often 10 times what 
they would make at home, they buy land, 
bouses and urtiatever they fancy.

A survey last year of 15.000 returning 
workers conduaed by the Pakistan govern- 
ment the United Nations and the World 
Bank, showed that 63 percent of their ear- 
nings went on such domestic goods as food, 
clothing, and electrical appliances and on 
marriage ceremonies. 

Ihe survey found that in a number of cases 
workers returned home with video cassette 
recorders and record players to villagies with 
no electricity. Some workers go abnrad only 
to earn the' money for a wed&ig dowry and 
this has led to an increase in the price, with 
some marriages arranged for vp to $20,000. 

The survey quoted one case of an Ulherate 
worker who asked to many a highly educated 
giri. Her father set the dowry at $12,500 
thinking this would discourage the suhor. But 
the man immediately handed over the sum. 
from his Middle East earnings. The survey 
said that when the girl beard of the 
arrangement she committed suicide. 

Pak^tani officials say they are tryir^ .to 
channel money away from consumer spen- 
ding into setting the workers up in small 
businesses and for pooling earnings in vil- 
lages to build schools and hospitals. ■ 

The survey said divorce was higher among 
the overseas workers who each year leave 
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behind 800,000 wives and 2.5 million chil- 
dren. “Migration has cononbuted to 
economic prosperity but it has also led to 
fomfly and soda] tensions which destroy the 
peace of home life,** the survey said. 

The workers earn about four times what 
they would earn in Pakistan and only spent up 
to30 percent of this in the country where they 
work. Some businessmeo complain that they 
lose their best tradesmen to the Middle East 
after training them. The manager of one lux- 
ury hotel said he had to start almost from 
scratch each year because agents from the 
Middle East lured away his best waitera and 
receptionists. 

Reuter correspondents in India. Banglad- 
esh, the Philippmes and South Korea also 
assessed the ^ects of the labor exodus. In 
India low wages and h^ .unemi^oyixient 
force professionals, skilled and unskiiled 
workers to seek employmentabroad, mainly 
in the Middle East where there axe 800,000 
Indians engaged on ronstmetion and other 
;jprojeccs. -• 

- Their wages are from five to 1 0 times what 
^y would receive at home and the $5.13 
billion they remitted last year was the coun- 
tr^s largest source of foreign exchange.

The steady rise 
in the emigration of construction workers, 
from architects and town planners to masons 
and carpenters, has led to a shortage of labor

In Bangladesh, long ranked as one of the 
world’s poorest countries, young people start 
to queue early each moroing at the Dacca 
Employment Bureau in search of permits to 
travel to the Middle EasL 
The usual monthly wage for a carpenter, 
electrician or laborer in Bangladesh is about 
$30. In the Middle East he could earn up to 
$600 a month, a survey by the Manpower 
Kfinistiy said. 

Bangladesh Manpower Minister Aminul 
Islam said the export of manpower was the 
biggest foreign exchange earner with more 


than $300 million going into the country’s 
foreign exchange reserves last year. 

Accordmg to govenunent tsdmstes there... 
up to 300,000 Bangladeshis working in the 
Middle East Their earnings have sig- 
ni&antly contributed to fast-growing iofiat- 
iott in Bangladesh, a report by the Banglad- 
esh Bureau of Statistics said. 

Ibe price of property had skyrocketed and 
consumer goods were becoming dearer 
because of the funds flowing in from the Mid- 
dle East, the report added. It said 50 percent 
of the remittances from the Middle East went 
into buying land, with 30 percent spent on 
import^ luxury items. 

“These are improper. . wasteful and ineffec- 
tive uses of precious foreign exchange.” the 
Dacca Giainber of Commerce and Industry 
.said. 

The chamber suggested the formation of an 
advisory council for the working migrants to 
ensure “sensible utiUzation” of their remit- 
tances. This, it said, would ensure the max- 
imum benefit to Bangladesh's economy. 

From the Philippines, last year alone some 
183,000 dozens were contracted for the 
Middle East where they mainly work as 
operators of heavy machinery, carpenters, 
masons, nurses or maids. The total remitted 
to the Philippines from its 700.000 overseas 
workers was $596 million last year. 

They prefer to dwell on accounts of bow a 
man working as a buDdozer driver in the 
Middle East can buy bis wife a small business 
at home. 

For South Korea overseas construaion. 
mainly in the Middle East oil states, was one 
of Che major factors in the country's 
“economic miracle.” which resulted in nearly 
10 percent annual growth m the 1970s. 

The marketing abroad of South Korean skil- 
led labor has helped keep- the domestic 
unemployment level down and it currently 
stands at 5.6 percent of the work force. 

The 150.000 South Koreans in the Middle 
East remitted $ 1 .5 billion last year, according 
to industry sources in SeoiU. Due to the 
increased standard of South Korean life 
about one-ihird of the contract labor emp- 
loyed in the Middle East is from other Asian 
countries, where the workers are cheaper.

UNIFIL on with the job

NAOOURA. Lebanon (Rl - When ihe 
ficsi Israeli tanks rolled across the Lebanese 
border, one column found its path blocked by 
eighi Nepalese soldiers manning a bridge 
across the Lhani River. For two days and 
nights the Nepalese, armed only with auto- 
matic rifles, formed a human barrier lhat 
refused to budge. Finally the Israeli armot 
pulled back and forded the river elsewhere. 

A few kflomaccrs away, a French non- 
commissioned officer leapt on to the turret of 
a lank, leveled his pistol at the Israeli com- 
mander’s head and ordered him to withdraw. 
Only the arrival of more tanks forced him lo 
stand aside. 

Such were two of the brave but futile 
attempts by United Nations peacekeeping 
troops to halt the Israeli invasion of Lebanon 
two months ago, and avert the bloodshed that 
followed. The 7.000 men of the U.N. Imcrim 
Force in Lebanon (UNIFIL) now find them- 
selves paiToIing and area some 80 kms behind 
the from lines, cleared of the Palestinian 
fighters who once posed a threat to Israeli 
border settlements. 

The U.N. Security Council voted Tuesday 
to extend UNIFlL's mandate for iwonumths. 
giving it a role in Lebanon until Oct. J 9. The 
mandate ~ for the biggest and most costly 
U.N. peacekeeping operation in the world — 
was due to have run out Thursday. 

U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez dc 
Cuellar has said the 11 -nation force “has 
provided an important and moderating influ- 
ence in South Lebanon” since the June 6 
invasion, although its movements have been 
restricted by Israeli forces. 

But serious questions are being raised 
about the force's relevance, and it has run 
into criticism at limes from both the Israelis 
and Lebanese. 

Israel has several times accused U.N. sol- 
diers of collaborating with Palestinian forces 
and passing on Israeli military intelligence. 

Although the Lebanese government had 
endorsed an extension of the mandate as an 
interim measure pending a permanent deci- 
sion on the force's status, well-informed 
sources in Beirut said government leaders 
had been angered by the failure of the 
UNIFIL command to pass on a 30-minute 
advance warning of the Israeli invasion. They 
said ministers had lost all confidence in the 
force. 

Ironically, one of the main tasks of the 
force when it was established was to confirm 
an Israeli withdrawal following a previous 
incursion in the spring of 1978. It was also 
charged with maintaining peace and security 
and helping the Lebanese government to 
restore its authority over the turbulent south. 

Despite the latest invasion, UNIFIL offic- 
ers maintain their men are carrying on as 
before and lhat they still have a role lo play in 
keeping the peace in their area. 

They point lo the blue and while U.N. flag 
still flying over observation posts doited 
throughout the rolling farmland and at 
checkpoints on the narrow roads winding 
through the hills. 

“We have not abandoned a single posi- 
tion.” one officer said. "Our orders haven't 


changed because the mandate hasn't 
changed. We are doing exactly what we did 
before, preventing the movement of armed 
men and providing security and comfori to 
the local people.” 

“There are about 300,000 people here 
who look to us for protection, medical ser- 
vices and help in restoring water supplies. If 
UNIFIL was withdrawn now. it would be 
giving in to the situation.'' 

U.N. officers in the field say the morale of 
their men was low as they watched the col- 
umns of Israeli armor and troops heading 
north toward Beirut. 

"h hurts the pride of professional soldiers 
to be forced to stand aside by an invading ' 
army.” one said.“Butwe just had to buck up 
and get on with the job. What people outside 
don't appreciate is that the mere presence of 
UNIFIL is a source of hope and comfort to 
the Lebanese people, because they know we 
are neutral." 

Nevertheless, the lightly-armed U.N. sol- 
diers can do little about Israeli forces moving 
through their area and cannot even drive to 
Beirut wiilKiUi Israeli authorization. 

One Source close to government circles 
said in explaining Lebanese disenchantment: 
“The general feefmg is that UNIFlL's per- 
formance has been pathetic. ..Nobody 
expected the U.N. soldiers to stop the 
Israelis. But apart from individual acts of 
biavery there appears to have been no con- 
certed policy on how to deal with a crisis that 
had been anticipated for months. 

“Ministers recognize lhat UNIFIL main- 
tains a semblance of government authority in 
the south, but the men are regarded more as 
tourists now." 

Even ordinary Lebanese seem to losing 
patience with the blue-helmeied U.N. sol- 
diers. One merchant traveling in the area 
complained: "They lei the Israelis come and 
go through my country as they please. But we 
get stopped and searched every time we come 
to a U.N. roadblock. They are just making 
life difficult for us.” 

After four years the UNIFIL headquarters 
at Naqoura, on a lovely stretch of Mediterra- 
nean coastline just north of ihe Israeli border, 
has an air of permanence. 

A defense perimeter has been reinforced 
around the command post, an elegant two- 
story building that once served as the Leban- 
ese customs and immigration facility. 

The neat rows of officers' chalets are sepa- 
rated by well-laid paths bordered by small 
lawns and flowet gardens. Sports fields have 
been laid out. diving boards fixed to rocks 
above the sea and off-duty soldiers play 
around in sailing boats and on surfboards. 

The Lebanese, with then typical flair for 
business, have built a series of shacks outside 
the huge camp ofTering everything from 
stereo music centers and contraband cigaret- 
tes lo hand-tailored suits. A string of small 
cafes and resiuarants along with sides of the 
coast road compete for business. 

But the peacekeeping operation is costing 
$180 milltonayeat and with the Israeli anny 
In dc facto (fonlrolof southern Lebanon, it is a 
matter of debate how long the force should be 
deployed here under the terms of its present 
mandate.

"It is imperative that the goverament of 
Egypt initiate immediate actions aimed at 
reducing the rapidly growing demand for 
food," said E.T. York, former chancellor of 
the Florida University system. 

York headed two studies to Egypt in the 
I past year, the first of which reco mm ended 
implementation of an agricultural extension 
program that would enable small farmers to 
implement the latest technology. 

But he told a Foreign Subcommittee of the 
House of Representatives that the first 
study was unr^Ustic unless the E^tian 
government makes fundamental changes in 
prices and subsidies for agriculture. 

York said the most important step would 
be raising food prices and reducing sub- 
^sidies. The Egyptian government is aware 


of the need for more realistic prices, be said, 
but it is feared that a rise could sj^k unrest 
among Egypt's p^ulati'on of 44 mliH on 

Higher fo^ prices imposed by the late 
President ^war Sadat in 1 977 led to wide- 
spread rioting until the hikes were resdned. 

Although Egyptian farmer, already

Recession lays

LONDON, Aug. 18 (ACT) — The deep 
recession in the world shipping industry con- 
tinued to worsen during the last four weeks 
and is expected to deteriorate even further in 
tbe next few months, the London-based 
ship-brokers E A Gibson commented in their 
latest review. 

By mid- August, tbe world total of laid-up 
tankers reached a record 54.1 million deat^ 
weight tons, up 9.5 percent on July (49 mil- 
lion tons) and more than three times the fig- 
ure a year ago (16.15 million tons). Tbe pre- 
vious record was established in April 1976 
(S0.8 millioD tons). 

“With tbe current situation, this figure will 
be further increas^ during the next few 
moths, particularly if tbe problems besetting 
ladings at Kfaarg Island are not alleviated". 
Gibson commented.

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BASLE, Aug. 1 8 (R) — Central banks are 
•actively ooi^dering granting short-term

The BI$ spokesman said one form of assis- 
tance being considered was that of providing 
Mexico, the world's most indebted country, 
wdth a bridging loan to tide it over until finan- 
cing 'from the IMF became avafiable. The 
fund indicated Tuesday that a^eement in 
principle had been reached. 


Herzog said Tuesday that Mexico bad 
negotiated up to S3.S biQion in munediaxe 
foreign aid to meet its most pressing financial 
needs. He also said he was confident discus- 
sions now in an advanced stage would result 
in a SI .5 billion creditfoom Western banks by 
(he weekend. 

In Tokyo, banking sources said the Bank of 
Mexico bad asked Japanese banks to send 
representatives to a meeting being held in 
New York on Friday to explain the current 
Mexican position. The moves came just days 
after Mexico closed its foreign exchange 
markets because rt was foced with running 
out of dollar reserves.

Dollar rates drop sharply

JEDDAH, Aug. IS — The Americaa dol- 
lar fell back sharply on both the exchange 
and money markets Wednesday. The 
immediate cause was tbe dramatic over- 
night cuts in dollar interest rates in New 
York, taking the new commercial bank 
prime rates to 1 4 percent levels from 1 4 V 2 
percent Tbe Federal Reserve Board 
moved in to add liquidity to tbe banking 
reserve system and "Fed fund” prime len- 
ding rates fell to 9 Va percent from 10 
percent on Monday nj^t. 

Dr. Kaufinan, the financial guru of Wall 
Street, predicted that "Fed funds'* would 
gradually ease back to 6 Vi cr 7 percent 
levels before the year was out. This trig- 
gered further cuts in rates and in the money 
markets the onc-month rate is now quoted 
at 9 13/16 percent levels compared to 10 
5 / 1 6 percent earlier in the week. The news 
of a small rise in U.S. housing starts was all 
but neglected in the general rush to get out 
of the dollar. 

In tbe bullion markets, gold and silver 
prices picked up after having opened lower 
in New York on news of a possible peaceful 
pullout of the Palestinian fighters from 
Beiruu The fall in U.S. interest rates soon 
[pushed prices up and gold traded at 
S3S4.00 levels Wednesday compared with 
S338 levels Tuesday. Silver prices showed 
their volatility and shot up to $7.00 levels in 
hectic trading. 

TTie focu£^of attention was on the Euro- 
pean exchanges and on the stock exchanges 


where near-frenzied trading took shares up 
in tbe single biggest jumps of this year.

Peking glosses over job problem 


PEKING Aug. 18 (AFP) — Unemp- 
loyment in Communist China is a "tem- 
porary" phenomenon and is distinct from the 
“cancer" in capitalist countries which can be 
treated only by tbe abolition of the capitalist 
system, the authorities here believe. 

The terms of “unemployment" and “the 
unemployed" are banned in official 
statements and are used only in reference to 
capitalist countries. The authorities prefer to 
use the term “people waiting for a Job.” 
The Chinese Communist Party's theoretical 
review (red flag) has said in its latest 

issue that those awaiting jobs in China and 
the unemployed In capitalist countries, had 
nothing in common. 

"Unemployment is a natural phenomenon 
which meets the needs of the capitalist sys- 
tem. while in our country, the problem of 
those seeking work is a temporary pbenome- 
non which is a resuh for our mistakes.” the 
reivew said. 

There had been two fundamental errors, the 
review said. These were “the errors of the 
leftist tendency which disorganized laboc. 
and the imbaJance between developmenL 
production and population growth.” Tbe 
mention of the lefost tendency was seen as a 
reference to tbe cultural revolution. 

Tbe review said that unemployment in 
capitalist counfries could be resolve^ only by 
"ovenhrowiDg tbe'^ftem'itself once and for 
all.” In China, however, it would be enough 
“to develop production and conrrol the 
growth of the population to re-establish har- 
mony between the two factors." 

A Chinese labor minisuy’ official indicated 
last month that the number of people 
awaiting a j ob would total more than sue mil- 
lion by the end of the vear. which is double 


the figure previously given by the authorities. 
But foreign experts estimate that China has 
about 20 million such people out of an 
urban population of 200 million. 

The difference between these two figures 
can be explained partly by the foot that tbe 
Chinese statistics take account only of those 
who are registered as awaiting work, 
although in some provinces young people 
avoid registration so as to escape coercion. 

For example, in north western Heilong- 
jiang. the provincial authorities decided in 
the spring to transfer some of the registered 
young people from towns Ip rur^ areas. 

Bern set to join 
World Bank 

BERN. Aug. 18 (R) — The Swiss govern- 
meol has decided in principle in favor of 
Switzerland joining the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), and the World Bank, 
as well as their subsidiary organizations, the 
finance ministry .smd. 

In a communique issued after a cabinet 
meeting, it said date and conditions for 
joining remain open. 

Tbe government has decided the trade and 
monetary considerations which hitherto have 
prevented Switzerland from joining tbe IMF, 
and thus the otherlinked organizatioas, have 
become untenable, the finance mmistry 
statement said. 

The significance of these institutions as 
instruments of internationaiT cooperation in 
the field of economic and development aid 
policy has increased in recent times, it said.

NEW YORK, Aag. 18 (R) ~ Salvador 
Sanchez of Mexico was widely regarded by all 
in the business as one of the truly great 
champions in the ring today. The handsome 
fighter, who was killed instantly at the age of 
23 hi 8 car accident early Wednesday morn- 
ingon a Mexican highway, was a hero in Ibis 
home country. 

Sanchez was a serious young man who tre- . 
ated boxing as serious trade and be seldom 
laugh^ in public. But be possessed a sense of 
humor. Asked by a journalist recently if be 
considered himself handsome, Sracbez 
replied: "Certainly not. I think of myself as 
very, very handsome.” 

Sanchez was boro and brought up in San- 
tiago.

The town is 
kno^ for be quality of its com, but 
Sanchez’s exploits did even more to put it on 
tte map. He was boro oo Jaa. 26, 1959, one 
of 11 children of Felipe Sanchez, who owned 
a small construction company. The father 
would have liked to see bis sons join the 
family business, and he did not encourage 
Salvador to pursue a boxing career.

Sanchez went on to post a professional 
record of 43 wins, one loss and one draw*, 
winning the World Baring Council (WBC) 
featherweight championship by stopping 
AmericaB Danny Lopez in theT3th round at 
Phoenix, Arizona, on Feb. 2, 1980. He 
defended it successfoUy nine times — against 
Ruben Casdllo, Lopez in a rematch, I^trick 
Ford, Juan Laporte, Roberto Castenon, Wil- 
fredo Gomez, Fat CowdeU. Jorge Garcia and 
Azumab Nelson, bis last opponent, whom he 
stopped in the 1 5th round at Madison Square 
Garden here on J uly 2 1.

The obvious purpose of the 
deal was to test South’s 
knowledge of safety plays and 
to punish him if he failed to 
find the right play. 

There is a very good reason 
for finessing the eight; it 
guarantees the contract 
beyond the shadow of a doubt. 

A failure to finesse would in- 
dicate a lack of concern for the 
outcome of the hand. When 
four cards of a suit are miss- 
ing, they will be dirided 4-0 
about one tenth of the 
time.and a cautious declarer 
will therefore take the steps 
necessao' to protect himself 
against this possibility. 

It will frequently cost South 
a trick to invoke the safety 
play, but he should be willing 
to pay the small premium in- 
volved. since making the con- 
tract is the first consideration.

Connolly, freed further police 
questioning Tuesday about his relationship 
with the suspect Summoned back from a 
New York vacation Monday by Prime Minis- 
ter Charies Haughey, the legal chief resigned 
his post in a dramatic midnight announ- 
cement but professed his innocence of any 
wrongdoing. 

The political ramifications of the incident 
for Haughey and his minorify ^anna Fail 
government are unclear. Parliament is in a 
summer recess, but opposition Labor Party 
leader Micheel O'Leary said Haughey's 
failure "to act quickly and decisively has por- 
trayed the government and institutions of the 
state in a vety unwelcome and unfavorable 
light."

The peace movement has come under 
attack because it is almost exclusively' com- 
posed of religious organizations and they 
have expressed strong views on the nuclear 
issue.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 18 (AP) - The 
U.S. Army is proposing the first increase in 
tbe number of National Guard divisions since 
tbe late 1960s as a way to strengthen its 
fighting abilify early in a war. 

Tbe proposal, under study by senior Pen- 
tagon officials, calls for org^izing two addi- 
tional divisions in tbe military reserve in 
1984-85 to provide what the army terms 
"minimum essential reinforcements to sus- 
tain combat" until total mobiUzation. includ- 
ing conscription. This would give the army 
two guard reserve divisions to backup tbe 16 
regular divisions in the event of a war. 

In 1967, the Pentagon disbanded IS 
understiength guard divisions. Since then, 
the National Guard has had only eight divi- 
sioos, and even these bad trouble maintaining 
strength after tbe Vietnam War. 

Army officials say they are not yet ready to 
decide where to locate the two additional 
guard divisions, if they are finally approved. 
They probably would be built around existing 
independent brigades. The guards hit bottom 
in 1 978 in part because many young men wbo 
joined during tbe Vietnam War to avoid, 
active duty ended tbeii enb'simenls and did 
not sign up again. However. Guard recruiting 
has been on the rise, spurred by bonuses. ' 

Even during tbe guard's low period, some 
of its units managed to keep up their strength 
and were assigned important roles in con- 
junction with tbe regular arms. 

The Pentagon has been providing the 
Guard with newer equipment in recent wars, 
but it still trails the regular forces in the qual- 
ity of ifr weapons and other gear.

U.S. N-^war plan 


MOSCOW, Aug. 18 (R) — The Soviet 
Communist Party newspaper Franda, com- 
menting on reports of a new U.S. strategic 
plan for protracted nuclear war, said Wed- 
nesday that such a war could neither be 
limited nor won. 

A Tass news agency comment^ in the 
party daily was the first KiemUn reaction: to a 
report in7Ac Los Aiyefes Times that the U.S. 
Defense Department baddr^hed a new plan 
to give America tbe capability to win a nuc- 
lear war with tbe Soviet Union. Tbe report 
quoted an unidentified member, of tbe . 
Reagan administration as saying the plan 
would contemplate nuclear warfrre that went 
on for as long as six months. 

Frsnfe said President Reagan had evi- 
dently replaced President Carter’s policies on 
nucl^ war goals with "a more militaristic 
doctrine.” The commentary asked if tbe Pen- 
tagon was aw^e that any ag^essive action, 
whether h was' labeled as a limited miclear 
war or a pieveiitive strike, vrould “ inevitably 
and ihunediately-lead to a retaliatory-strike.” 


TOKYO. Aug. 18 (R) — Tbe Japanese 
lower bouse Wednesday overwhelmingly 
approved ad electoral reform bill 
rejected a no-confidence motion against 
Prime Minister Zenko SuzukPs government. 

The motion was put forward in tbe lower 
house by two opposition parries — the 
Buddhist-oriented Clean Government Party 
and tbe Communists — which opposed the 
electoral reform sponsored by Suzuki" s Lib- 
eral Democratic party (jLDF). 

The bill affects the 100 seats in the 252- 
seat upper house which are elected nation- 
wide. They will in future be chosen by prop- 
ortional representation. Tbe remaining seats 
wiH continue to be fought for in local con- 
stituencies. 

The bill is expected to give more seats to 
the large parries such as the LOP and the 
Japan Socialist Party (JPS). Political sources 
said that tbe LDP success in the lower house, 
where it bolds 287 out of 511 seats, augurs 
well for SuzukPs chances of re-eleaion in 
November as president of the LDP, and thus 
prime minister.

BANGKOIL Aug. 18 (AI^ — Fighting 
in Cambodia' early Wednesday between 
Kbmer'Rouge guerrillas and Vietnamese-led 
Cambodian troops near the Thai border, 
milhaiy sources said in this Thai capital. 

Tbe fighting occurred about four kilomet- 
ezs from tbe border, opposite tbe southern tip 
of Thai border district of Aianyapiatiiet, 300 
kilometer east of Bangkok, the sources 
added. 

A group of 272 armd Khmer Rouge guer- 
rillas and their families bad fled'to Azaoyap- 
latbet Tuesday night, when Thai military 
authorities seized' their arms and detained 
them for interrogation, the sources said.
